his native tongue he would have beon no 
moro respunstve, Ho could hear no moro 
than his shipmate, whv had becn swopt to 
death from the dory days bofore. 

It wns early for paysengors to gel up, 
but when the liner stopped the port rails 
wore 600n swarming with folk from the 
first nnd second cabin and steerage. Ib 
was @ case for a volunteer on the lifo line, 
end several men, including some pas- 
Rengera, wanted to undortakethe job, The 
man chosen was Able Seaman James 
Breen, a stocky, blond Briton. He was 
lowered over the sido by his ship.

trawls. A gale sprang up and with itu heavy 
snow storm, A‘wave boarded the dory 
and stopt ‘Vollet’s mate into. the sea, 
Aftor the storm passed Vollet found 
himself unable to get his bearings. Ho 
had only ono .car, tho other having been 
carried away with his mate. 

With his single oar he aculled about, 
chiefly to keep his blood in circulation, | 
as it was bitter cold, The dory was 
provisioned with enough food for two 
mon for forty-eight hours, Vollet ato 
sparingly and managed to make the food 
Inst nix days. 

Thero is a tradition among French sailors 
of tho fishing’ feet, he said,that a man 
need have no hopo for life after ho passes 
the ninth day of starvation. This idea got 
a -grip on lis mind, He made w notch 
with his knifeon the gunwale of the doyy. 
at the end of his first day without food, 
Day after day passed, and the notches gat 
up toeight, °°". 

SAVED WHEN DEATH SEEMED CERTAIS,

In the second edition of “Chineso Games 
and Sporle” which the editor of “ Bnd.’ 
winton “wit kind cnough to allow me to: 
republish (China, Past and Present, 1903): 
from the isme of May, 1897, I added a 
note to the effect that Pole had been in- 
troduced into China‘ by the Tartars, 
and in a paper upon the ‘*Cathoyans”, 
( Aviatlo Quartetly Review,” Oct., 1900) 
1 mado allusion to the ‘moon sticks” or 
clubs used in the game, As tho, visit of 
the Manchu Duke Tsai-tsth has revived 
interest in Chinosa matters and polo has 
become increasingly popular with us, -T 
now proceed to add some interesting 
historical details. - : 

‘The earliest specific niention of alo 
in tho ‘year 710, whon the Emperor ase 
sombled his courtiors in the: plensaned 
retroat known’as the Penr Orchard, whore 
a “bull court” hod been laid out, ahd’ 
where “sides were formed to nasiult tho 
river,” the Emperor and Princess: looking 
on. The gano of “assault tho river” wab 
simply our “tug of war” for it is described 
as being “an enormous hempon cable with 
agcore or more of sinall ropes at each ond, 

yeral men to cach rope; they tugged 
uyny until the weaker side gave in.” 

Three -years later the Pear Orchard wis 
formed into a Histrionie School, where 
five hundred youths were trained in music, 
acting, athletics, and othér arts ¢ culated 
to contriliute to the menus pluisirs of the 
luxurious court. In the year 717 Khot 
--a country which has recently come into 
promincat notice through the explorations 
of M. M. Sven Hedin, Stein and Grenard 
—sent as a “tributary” present to the 
Chinese Court “na coupte of horses for 
playing at ball." At that time the Turks 
had more influence over Khoten than 
the Chineso, and there can: be little 
doubt that the gamo was introducg 
by them. ‘The Emperor's sister, whose 
husband died in 728, wus provided whilst, 
her husband was living with o magni- 
ficent prince near the ball-court, and 
had ¢his Jitter place extended for her 
benefit. This ball-court must have beer 
very extensive for there are several 
mentions of Jarge bodies of treops being 
temporarily encamped there ; and that 
horses were used in the game is plain from 
the following poetical extract : 

“The good steed pursues the sind, | 
playing in the ball-court.” 

Moreover there must have been polo 
courts at other places besides the capital,
